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A collection of 


Cardboard heros 


After chewing countless pieces of bubble gum, and 
some fancy wheeling and dealing, Mark Magid of 
Upland had what he always wanted — a reputable 
baseball card collection. 

He decided in 1981, though, to use a portion of his 
50,000-card collection to open a business. To his 
collection he has added cards he’s picked up from card 
conventions and through trades with other dealers so 
his business, The Sports Gem, now has about 250,000. 

Cards are the principle items sold at The Sports 
Gem but Magid also sells posters, pennants, 
yearbooks, programs and anything else related to the 
great national pastime. 

“My dad and I started the business because | 
always loved baseball. It has always been something | 
was obsessed with,” Magid said. 

The baseball card has changed since it was 
introduced in 1888 by tobacco companies. It doesn’t 
look the same and it sure doesn’t cost the same — a 
card bought several years ago for mere pennies today 
could be sold for $50 or more, depending upon the 
baseball player involved. 

“Of course it depends upon if the card is a Babe 
Ruth or a Bombo Rivera,” Magid said with a laugh. 

Currently the biggest seller at the shop is a Steve 
Garvey card when he wore Dodger blue. 

‘People want Garvey. We have to keep a lot of them 
around. | trade with the dealers in New York because 
the people there primarily want Yankee players,” the 
shop owner said. 

Not all major leaguers are immortalized on 
cardboard. Magid said cards usually are made for any 
player who is considered a regular in either league. 

A player must be in the majors at least a month or 
on a major league team’s roster for 45 consecutive days 
to be eligible, he said. 

Today three major companies produce baseball 
cards in connection with candies, gum and 
confections. Topps is the veteran in the business, 
having produced millions of cards since it began 
operations in 1951. : 

The Fleer and Donruss companies more recently 
have moved into the field. 

A complete set of baseball cards printed in 1952 
cost less than $15 but today can command $8,000 from 
a fan. 


The entire set of 1984 cards is sold for $20. 

The calendar hanging in Magid’s 919 W. Foothill 
Bivd. business contains reprints of various cards. 
Included on the roster is Eddie Plank, who played in 
1910 and was elected to the Baseball Hall of Fame. If a 
person owned all the cards on the one calendar page he 
would have a $100,000 investment, Magid said. 

“Cards really didn’t used to be worth anything 
except to a particular person until about six years ago 
when Dr. James Beckett published the official card 
price guide. Before that anyone wanting to buy or selia 
card didn’t know what to ask for it,’”’ Magid said. 
Baseball card collecting is the fastest growing hobby in 
the U.S. and is second only to stamp collecting, he 
said. 

“Baseball is growing in popularity, too, so that can 
do nothing but increase the investment,” he said. 

Magid still maintains a private collection at home. 
His favorite card? One only has to look on the wall 
behind the counter. Magid keeps an autographed 
picture of Sandy Koufax in clear view. 

Players come and go. Some make it into the record 
books and more and more are inducted into the 
prestigious Hall of Fame. Others end up playing Triple- 
A ball forever. Not Koufax. Not the former Brooklyn and 
Los Angeles Dodger pitcher. 

“Koufax was the best. | collect anything with his 
name or face on it,” Magid said. 

Baseball card collectors, like the players 
themselves, are little boys at heart, he said. 0

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Refinishing home’s exterior a difficult task

Q. We built our home about 
33 years ago. It is redwood on 
the outside, stained with 
redwood stain and one coat of 
log oil, which has been 
reapplied over the years. 

About seven years ago we 
were unable to get log oil so 
we changed to an oil-base 
redwood paint. In a few years 
large and small bubbles began 
to appear and they are 
increasing. The shady side of 
the house has very few 
bubbles, while the sunny side 


has the most. We did not use a 
primer before applying the oil- 
base paint. 

What should we do before 
reapplying a new paint? Also, 
what type of paint should we 
use, the oil-base paint or one of 
the newer water-base paints? 
Is there a best time of the year 
to do the painting? — J.J.S., 
Oakland. 

A. If the finish has 
deteriorated to the point of 
cracking and peeling, or in your 
case bubbling up, the old finish 
should be removed before 


_ repainting to achieve the best 


results. This is a difficult do-it- 
yourself project. 


Sanding or wire brushing is 
effective in removing 
pigmented stain finishes, or 
deteriorated film finish. 
However, a paint finish is best 
removed by use of a paint and 
varnish remover. Several kinds 
are available. 

Before using, test the 
preparation on a piece of new, 
clean redwood to make sure it 
will not discolor the wood — 
particularly if a natural finish is 
to be used. Do not use steel 
wooi on exterior redwood. 
Steel particles, which become 
embedded in the wood, will 
cause dark stains on contact 
with moisture.

After the finish is removed 
you can repaint. Exterior wood 
paints include both oil-base 
and water-base emulsion 
types. Whichever kind is used, 
make certain it is intended 
specifically for use on wood 
out-of-doors. 

One prime coat and two 
finish coats are advisable when 
painting over wood that has 
been stripped of a previous 
finish, or on new wood. 

Be sure to use an oil-base 


prime coat, even if the 
finishing coats are water base. 
Warm dryer weather is a must 
for good painting conditions. 


Q. Please tell me what you 
mean by an undiluted neutral 
soap to coat the surface of 
ceramic tile.

A. The type of soaps used 
for dishwashing, such as Ivory 
liquid or similar brands of 
detergents, are the types of 
soap we are referring to when 
using the term undiluted 
neutral soap.

New unsigned anti-Catholic posters are circulating 


A new wave of unsigned anti- 
Catholic posters is showing up 
on buildings and in editors’ 
mailboxes across the country, 
accusing the Vatican of Nazi 
crimes and violent schemes to 
rule the world.

Whenever | have to describe 
what | do to prospective clients, 
the term “editorial photography” 
always gets mentioned. While 

it’s avery descriptive term in one 
sense, it still leaves a lot of 
“running room.” Let me try to 
explain that. 


When | tell people I’m an 
editorial photographer they 
immediately conjure up thoughts 
of newspaper work — and that’s 
not all bad, because many of the 
picture-taking assignments | get 
are just about the same as your 
local newspaper photographer 
might have. | get to photograph 
people, places and things — 
always on location. | don’t have a 
photographic studio, I’ve never 
worked in a photographic studio, 
and | don’t want a photographic 
studio ... how about “them” 
apples? 


Understand, working ina 
studio is pretty demanding work; 
while you don’t have the weather 
and a host of other unknown 
quantities to contend with, 
clients ask for (and often insist 
on) some pretty demanding 
things from studio 
photographers. A quick trip 
through almost any major 
magazine, reviewing the ads, will 
provide some idea of what 
studio photographers do. If it all 
looks easy, sometime try to 
duplicate one of the 
photographs appearing in a 
major ad — | suspect you'll be 
ready to give up long before it’s 
time to trip the shutter. 


But to get back to the editorial 
side, even though the working 
conditions aren’t confined toa 
set area, it’s often necessary for 
us to generate the same type of 
controls found in a studio. Many 
of the photographs | take are not 
nearly as.spontaneous as they 
appear. Lots of times people and 
things are carefully moved into 
position, lighting set up and the 
subjects told how to pose. 


If it sounds like cheating, | 
suppose in a way it is. However, 
the theory is that it’s better to 
“cheat” just a bit to give viewers 
a first-class photograph than to 
shoot whatever happens to be 
there, allowing the artistic chips 
to fall wherever they may. 


Of course, there also are lots 
of times when it’s neither 
practical nor possible to 
“arrange’”’ things for an editorial 
photograph. For example, I’ve 
been in mills when tons of 
molten steel were being poured, 
and when it starts there’s no way 
to make any creative 
adjustments. The guys who 
follow fast-moving political 
figures or show-business 
personalities often have to take 
whatever spontaneous shots 
they can get. 


Or consider the photographers 
who work the world’s “hot 
spots,” the places where the 
most important part of your 
photographic equipment is a flak 
jacket. They can’t call a halt to 
the shooting to rearrange the 
participants into an artistic 
grouping. Here again it’s “be 
glad for a few good shots that 
illustrate the situation, and be 


thankful you didn’t catch a stray 
bullet in your camera bag.” 


But we editorial guys also get 
to shoot scenics, or animals or 
agriculture or babies or political 
rallies or strikes. There really isa 
great variety of things that cross 
in front of our viewfinders. For 
myself, many of these subjects 
are self-assigned — primarily to 
be sent to stock photo houses 
for resale at some future date. 


(Incidentally, I’ve accumulated a 
lot of data from stock photo 
houses during the past few 
weeks and I’m going to tell you 
about this part of the business in 
a future column or two.) 


Since I’ve combined being a 
professional writer with 
professional photography, most 
of the photography | do on 
assignment is used to support 
case histories or magazine 
features. And since my clients 
(mostly public relations firms) 
generally tend to have industrial 
accounts, | get to photograph a 
lot of machinery parts as well as 
the people who use these 
products. 


| suppose if | had to create a 
short definition for editorial 
photography, | would have to call 
it “photographic illustration.” 


The definition isn’t terribly 
specific, but, then again, neither 
is editorial photography. If any of 
your pictures have been 
accepted for publication by a 
newspaper or magazine to 
illustrate an article, chances are 
what was used could be 
classified as editorial 
photography.

Brochure tells about effects of alcohol on the unborn

About one of every 750 babies 
born has FAS. The tragedy of 
FAS is that it is completely 
preventable, says the March of 
Dimes.

By 
avoiding alcohol from 
conception until after the baby is 
born, FAS need never happen.

This year Rancho Cucamonga 
residents will see several parks 
developed in the city and further 
planning of what Mayor Jon Mikels 
calls some “‘very ambitious (park) 
projects.” 

These gains in park development 
have been accomplished despite the 
city’s perennial difficulty in funding 
park projects. ‘‘People don’t realize 
that none of their tax money goes 
toward parks at all. The city gets a 
very small percentage of the taxes 
paid,” said Park Commissioner Pam 
Henry. She said that less than five 
percent of residents’ property taxes 
end up in the city’s coffers, and is 
not specifically earmarked for the 
park development fund. 

The city has relied on dedication 
fees from developers and state and 
federal grants to finance its parks. 

It receives park dedication fees 
whenever a housing development is 
built, so they are dependent on 


growth and go primarily toward 
developing neighborhood parks in 
those new communities, Mayer said. 

Government grants — such as the 
Community Development Block 
Grant Program which funded the 
Rancho Cucamonga Neighborhood 
Center on Arrow Highway and from 
which money was accumulated for 
the future purchase of a five-acre 
park site in North Town — are 
threatened by the Reagan 
administration’s budget slashing.“If 
Reagan’s budget goes through, the 
city won’t have any guaranteed 
federal funds for park development,”’ 
Mayer said. 

Despite the funding crunch, the 
city remains “very, very pro-park,”’ 
Mayer said. ‘‘We’re looking to fund 
(parks) any way we can.” 

One such way is an assessment 
district proposed for the western 
region of the city to finance the 
development of Heritage and Red 


Hill Basin parks. Estimated cost of 
developing those parks is between 
$5 million and $5.5 million, according 
to Mikels. The district would assess 
affected residents approximately $3 
a month for a period not to exceed 20 
years, he said. 

A public hearing has been slated 
May 17, 7 p.m. at Alta Loma High 
School to review the proposed 
assessment district. 

In recently purchasing a 100-acre 
park site for Rancho Cucamonga City 
Park, the city entered into a long- 
term agreement with the seller, 
Lewis Homes. The agreement 
divides the land, located between 
Milliken Avenue, Deer Creek 
Channel, Base Line Road, and the 
Southern Pacific railroad tracks, into 
ten parcels to be purchased 
individually over a ten year period for 
a cash payment of $500,000 a year. 

Mikels said that because the 
money is expected to come from 


park dedication fees, the agreement 
assumes the city will have such an 
income in upcoming years. Thus, he 
said, ‘‘we went out on a limb.” 

In order to develop that park, the 
city is considering leasing or selling 
portions of the park land for 
commercial recreational sites, such 
as a racquetball club, health food 
Store, or health spa, Mikels said. 

Park development represents the 
second phase of the city’s park 
projects. The first phase, begun after 
the city incorporated in 1977 with 
only ten acres of park land, focused 
on land acquisition in a race against 
the rapidly escalating land costs, 
Mikels said. 

The city’s goal is to provide five 
acres of park land for every 1,000 
residents. There is currently about 
.003 an acre of developed park land 
for every 1,000 residents, or about 18 
acres for all 64,000 residents, 
according to Mayer.

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Change diet to figh

Cholesterol has become a 
household word these days, 
which isn’t surprising given the 
high incidence of coronary heart 
disease in the United States. But 
as research unfolds, other risk 
factors appear. Some people 
may not realize that there are 
many other contributors to the 
development of the disease in 
addition to high cholesterol 
levels. 

What are they? Being of the 
male sex seems to pose a 
greater risk than being female. 
However, anyone can develop 
coronary heart disease if enough 
of the wrong things are present: 
obesity, cigarette smoking, 
hypertension (high blood 
pressure), high blood fats and 
glucose intolerance, for 
example. A family history of 
coronary heart disease also 
seems to be a threat, and anyone 
that has these factors in their 
lives are at risk for the 
development of coronary heart 
disease. 

Can these risks be changed? 
Yes. We can’t change our 
heredity, but we all can change 
most of the other factors that 
could lead us to the brink of 
death from heart disease. A 
recently published article in the 
Journal of the American Medical 
Association (251:351, 365, 1984) 
provided evidence from the 
results of the Coronary Primary 
Prevention Trial that reducing 
the plasma cholesterol levels in 
some men with high levels 
significantly can reduce both the 
incidence and the mortality from 
coronary heart-disease. 

There are, of course, 
controversies over whether or 
not these findings should be 
extended to include the general 
population, and suggest that 
everybody change their diets to 
lower their cholesterol levels to 
reduce the risk of coronary heart 
disease. While cholesterol levels 
and the risk of heart disease are 
not related on a one-to-one 
basis, there seems to be a 
“threshold” or “turning point” at 
which risks seem either to 
increase or diminish. 

At the moment, cholesterol 
levels of 230 milligrams seem to 
be recognized as the threshold 
at which they should reduced. 
This often can be achieved 
simply by reducing the other risk 
factors by reducing weight,

eliminating cigarettes, 
increasing exercise and 
improving the diet. 
Unfortunately, for some people, 
these simple steps are not 
enough to bring down their 
cholesterol levels into a normal 
range, and additional steps may 
be needed. There are 
cholesterol-lowering drugs 
available. 

People react differently, and 
some of us are more sensitive to 
dietary cholesterol than others. 
Why are some people able to 
handle a high-cholesterol diet 
without developing high 
cholesterol blood levels? The 
answer seems to be that some 
are blessed with regulatory 
mechanisms that compensate 
automatically by reducing the 
cholesterol the body produces 
naturally when excess 
cholesterol is taken in the diet. 
The body produces much more 
cholesterol (between 700 and 
800 mg.) every day than ever is 
absorbed by the average diet 
that supplies about 250 mg. of 
cholesterol. 

The question is, then, why 


should everyone go on a low- 
cholesterol diet, if many of us 
don’t need it? It probably should 
be an individual thing, and if any 
or all of the other risk factors for 
developing coronary heart 
disease are present, the 
“prudent” diet may be 
recommended. 

The prudent diet recommends 
that dietary cholesterol be 
limited to no more than 300 mg. 
per day, and that fat intake be 
reduced to 30 percent of the 
total calories with a 
polyunsaturated to saturated fat 
ratio of 1-to-1. The average 
person may have a hard time 
understanding how to achieve 
these requirements, but a 
professional registered dietitian 
can both explain them and plan 
them for the individual. 

The diet plays a key role 
today. Polyunsaturated oils are 
the only fats that have a 
cholesterol-lowering effect. 
Some people attribute these 
benefits to all vegetable fats, not 
understanding that when they 
are hydrogenated (hardened), 
their cholesterol-lowering

properties are lessened to the 
extent of their hardness. 

One example is the person 
who uses.a non-dairy creamer 
because it contains no 
cholesterol, but doesn’t know 
that these products are made up 
of hydrogenated vegetable oils 
that actually tend to increase 
cholesterol levels. Another 
danger and misunderstanding of 
these products is to think of 
them as “milk” or ‘“‘cream.” They 
are not, and they do not 
substitute for milk nutritionally 





t heart disease risk 


in any way. They should not be 
given to children instead of milk 
because the child will not get 
the nutrients that are needed for 
growth and development. 

Saturated fats are animal fats, 
butter and the fats of dairy 
products. Coconut oil, used in 
many commercial products, also 
is saturated. The oils that are the 
highest in polyunsaturates are 
safflower and corn oil, and are 
liquid at room temperature. 
These are the kinds that help 
lower cholesterol levels.

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Seat belt habits are

Lt. Cmdr. Paige Cummings is 
certain she owes her life to her 
seat belt. 

Cummings, a Camp 
Pendleton, hospital nurse, was 
involved in a recent 100 mph 
head-on collision. 

The unbelted driver who 
veered across the road and hit 
her vehicle was killed, but 
Cummings was wearing her seat 
belt, and suffered only a broken 
leg. Two seat-belted children in 
her car sustained only bruises. 

Cummings is now featured in 
a Marine Corps safety film that 
relates the story of her 
experience in the hope that 
other drivers will see the wisdom 
of fastening their belts. 

San Diego Postmaster 
Margaret Sellers was in a two-car 
crash during a rainstorm this 
year. Her car was hit hard by a 
vehicle that went out of control 
on the slick pavement. 

Sellers was belted and her 
injuries were minor — bruises 
and a bloody nose. A California 
Highway Patrol officer said her 
seat belts saved her life. 

Sellers now tells postal 
employees of her luck, and 
displays photos of her mangled 
car as part of a San Diego Safety 
Council buckle-up campaign to 
remind motorists of the good 
that seat belts can do. 

Cuummings’ film and Sellers’ 
testimonial are examples of a 
renewed emphasis on seat-belt 
safety in the nation, said 

Dorothy Daly, director of the 
“buckle-up” campaign, which is 
trying to reach drivers at their 
work places. ; 

Such campaigns were once 
relatively ineffective. Drivers 
remained stubborn despite the 
arrival of seat belts 22 years ago 
and a law in 1968 making them 
mandatory in automobiles. 

But now safety campaigns are 
changing seat-belt habits 
because of several recent 
developments: 

@ AU.S. Department of 
Transportation rule that car 
makers equip vehicles with 
automatic seat belt restraints, air 
bags or energy-absorbing 
interiors, unless states with two- 
thirds of the nation’s population 
pass mandatory seat-belt laws. 
@ Adoption by several states of 
such laws, which carry penalties 
for not buckling up. 

@ The satisfying results of 30 
European and Asian countries in 
promoting seat belt use with 
mandatory buckle-up laws. In 
Britain, the percentage of 
motorists who wear seat belts 
rose from 35 percent to 95 
percent following adoption of a 
seat-belt law in 1983. Highway 
deaths dropped 23 percent. 

@ Legislation passed by 48 
states and the District of 
Columbia requiring child- 
restraint seats, which improve 


the seat-belt behavior of adults. 
@ Offers by insurance 
companies to reduce premiums 
if drivers sign buckle-up pledges. 
Allstate grants discounts on 
medical premiums if the car has 
an air bag. Allstate also wants 
mandatory seat-belt laws to 
include a provision limiting jury 
awards for vehicle occupants 
who were not wearing seat belts 
in accidents. 

Polls indicate that only 14 
percent of American drivers use 
their belts all the time, despite 
statistics showing belts can 
save lives and reduce injuries. 

“But we think attitudes are 
finally beginning to change,” 
said Daly. “The success of seat- 
belt laws in other countries, the 
federal rule on seat belts and air 
bags, and new steps taken by 
the insurance companies to 
promote seat belts represent a 
breakthrough.” 

Each year about 42,000 
Americans, die in vehicles 
equipped with seat belts, a 
number that could be reduced by 
more than half if all drivers and 
passengers belted up, according 
to the National Highway Traffic 
Safety Administration. 

Safety groups place their 
biggest hope on the federal rule 
requiring automatic seat belts, 
air bags or otherwise safer 
interiors (padding and 
collapsible materials) for all cars 
made in the United States. 

The rule will apply unless 
states representing two-thirds of 
the nation’s population adopt 
mandatory seat-belt laws with 
fines for violations. 

If the passive-restraint rule, 
phasing in the devices with full 
effectiveness due in 1989, goes 
into effect, all cars will have 
safer interiors, air bags or 
automatic seat belts — and 
more lives will be saved. 

If the rule is circumvented 
because states with two-thirds 
of the national population opt for 
mandatory seat-belt laws, more 
lives will still be saved. Eighty- 
three percent of drivers indicate 
in polls that they would buckle 
up if required to by law. 

But the federal rule is not 
without controversy. The 
American Medical Assaciation 
says all cars should have air 
bags and doesn’t want to see 
that sidetracked by states 
adopting mandatory seat-belt 
laws. 

J.C. Penney Insurance Center 
increases medical payments by 
50 percent for injuries to people 
who were wearing belts. And 
State Farm offers double 
medical coverage for serious 
injuries when seat belts are 
worn. 

General Motors is offering 
buyers of new cars and light 
trucks free one-year $10,000 life 
insurance policies that would 

pay off if a person dies in a car 
while using a GM belt.

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Q. Our 3-year-old Pomeranian 
is due to have puppies ina 
couple of weeks. This will be the 
first time we have had puppies. 
As the time nears we have more 
and more questions and are 
becoming more and more 
nervous. 

Any information you can give 
us regarding having puppies will 
be appreciated. 

A. It is difficult, if not 
impossible, to predict accurately 
when a particular dog is going to 
whelp. Live puppies have been 
born from canine pregnancies as 
short as 58 days, but the normal 
pregnancy usually is considered 
to be 63 days. Puppies.born prior 
to 58 days usually are too 
premature to survive, even with 
the best nursing care. 

it is advisable to have a 
veterinarian examine any bitch 
going longer than 65 days. 
However, if the dog is eating 
normally, seems lively and does 
not have any abnormal vaginal 
discharge, there likely is nothing 
to worry about. 

Many owners do not know 
precisely when conception 
occurred. This is especially true 
in situations where the dog has 
been allowed to run freely 
outdoors. 

The time of day that a bitch 
whelps may depend on the 
season of the year. During the 
colder months, late afternoon or

common. During hot summer 
months, early morning 
whelpings are more common. 

If a bitch is to whelp ina 
different environment than she 
is used to, she should be moved 
to and acquainted with the new 
Surroundings at least three 
weeks prior to the expected 
whelping date. Intrusion into the 
whelping area by other dogs or 
people may cause the bitch to be 
nervous and may delay the birth. 

Within 12 to 24 hours prior to 
delivery of the first puppy, the 
bitch’s rectal temperature will 
begin to drop from the normal 
100 F to 102 F to as low as 97 F. 
A rectal thermometer can be 
used to check the dog’s 
temperature twice a day as the 
expected whelping approaches. 

A white to yellow gelatinous 
discharge from the vulva may be 
present for as long as 48 hours 
prior to whelping. 

Most bitches exhibit some 
attempt to build a nest. Rags, 
newspapers or other suitable 
material should be available. 

Beginning approximately 12 
hours before the puppies are 
born, the dam will begin to 
refuse food. Within a few hours 
of delivery time, the bitch will 
begin panting excessively ina 
steady rhythm that increases as 
the birth nears. 

The average whelping time is 
around six hours, although 
normal whelpings of 12 hours 
have been reported. After

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straining begins, it is doubtful 
that the first puppy will survive if 
not delivered within six hours. 

Most bitches prefer to whelp 
lying on their sides. The first 
thing to appear from the vulva is 
the water bag, or placenta.

The U.S. Postal Service has, or 
will, churn out five more 
heretofore unreported postal 
emissions during April: a 12-cent 
coil featuring a 1909 Stanley 
Steamer, April 2 in Kingfield, 
Maine; a 10.1-cent oil wagon of 
the 1890s and 12.5 cent pushcart 
of the 1880s, both coils, April 18 
at Oil Center, N.M.; a 22-cent 
John J. Audobon, April 23 in 
New York City, and a $10.75 
Express Mail stamp, April 29 in 
San Francisco. 

The three coils join the 
ongoing Transportation Series 
and meet specific needs created 
by the new rates now in effect. 
The 12-cent serves the first-class 
presort postcard rate, while the 
other two serve bulk rates — the 
10.1-cent for the five-digit 
presort rate and the 12.5-cent for 
the basic bulk-rate. 

Of course, the 22-cent 
Audubon, which celebrates the 
great artist naturalist’s 200th 
anniversary of birth, and joins 
the Great American Series, 
satisfies the standard first-class 
letter rate, while the New 
Express Mail Eagle stamp serves 
the increase to $10.75 for that 
service. 

The Stanley Steamer, the first 
successfully operated steam 
automobile in New England, 
went into production in 1898 and 
captured the world speed record 
of more than 2 miles a minute at 
Ormond Beach, Fla., in 1906. The 
singte-colored stamp is printed 
in blue by the intaglio process 
and was designed by Ken 
Dallison. 

The oil wagon and pushcart 
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coils were designed by James 
Schlieyer. The oil wagon, of the 
type seen on the streets in the 
late 19th century, was usually 
drawn by two or more horses 
and delivered kerosene for home 
heating or cooking. The 
pushcart, illustrating the type 
used in the 1880s, was noted for 
its compact size and mobility. It 
still is useful today for street 
merchants selling food and a 
variety of goods. 

Jean Jacques Fougere 
Audubon, better known to the 
world as John J. Audubon, was 
born April 26, 1875, the 
illegitimate son of aa French 
naval officer and planter in Haiti. 
He was educated in France and 
sent, at age 18, to America to 
enter business. He failed at that 
and a variety of other enterprises 
and eventually was imprisoned 
for debt, after which he turned to 
painting portraits and teaching 
art for a living. He also wandered 
all over the country painting 
birds in their natural habitat. 

By 1826 he had enough 
paintings to take to England 
where his talent was recognized 
and his “Birds of America,”’ 435- 
page hand-colored plates in four 
volumes, was published from 
1827 to 1838. He died in New 
York City in 1851. 

The new Express Mail stamp 
is in the same format and differs 
only slightly in its Eagle and 
Moon design from the $9.35 
stamp issued in 1983. Express 
Mail is the highest priority in 
handling offered by the USPS 
and is a highly reliable service. If 
delivery is not made by the 
promised time, the fee is 
refunded on application by the 
mailer. 

The usual first-day 
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cancellations apply in all cases.

One major problem with Gavi, 
however, is price. Because of 
high demand, Gavi can run $10 a 
bottle or more, and I rarely have 
tasted one that | thought was 
worth that kind of money.

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Scientists 
to begin 
pain study

SAN FRANCISCO — A 
wounded soldier, caught up in 
the terrors of the battlefield, is 
badly wounded — but remains 
unaware of it until he finally is 
out of danger. 

There are cases of patients in 
pain who found relief from a 
placebo — only a sugar pill — 
that seemed to act just as 
powerfully as a shot of 
morphine. 

And, on the other hand, 
sometimes the strongest of pain- 
killing drugs can lose their 
effectiveness over time. 

Why? 

Scientists at the University of 
California at San Francisco hope 
to find out. They have begun a 
five-year, $1.8 million research 
program aimed at understanding 
the physiology, anatomy and 
pharmacology of pain. They are 
following up a premise that pain 
isn’t necessarily inherent in 
damage to the body itself, but is 
a response which is created in 
the brain to some kind of 
stimulation. 

Heading the research will be a 
specialist already widely 
recognized for his discoveries 
about a specific brain system

that inhibits pain, Dr. Howard L. 
Fields. Scientists under his 
direction will be using animal 
research “to study the 
substances involved in relieving 
pain, to map the pathways of 
pain transmission and 
characterize cells in the brain 
that create and modify the 
experience of pain.” 

The research will be 
coordinated, Fields said, with 
efforts of the UCSF Department 
of Anatomy, headed by Dr. Henry 
J. Ralston Ill, as chairman. On 
the agenda will be such 
phenomena, they said, as the 
brain’s tendency to become 
tolerant of pain-killing 
substances. A side avenue to 
this research, they said, also will 
be questions of the role this 
tolerance may play in causing or 
abetting dependency on drugs. 

The study, Fields said, will 
include work with the medulla, a 
short cone of neural tissue atop 
the spinal cord that regulates 
many involuntary bodily 
functions. Fields and his 
colleages already have 
demonstrated that neurons in 
this region ‘selectively block 
pathways of pain.” 

They have found two types of 
neurons whose activities change 
just before the animal reacts toa 
painful stimulus — one type 
pauses and the other 
accelerates. Morphine, they have 
shown, “causes a marked 
increase in the activity of the 
neurons that pause,” and Fields 
suggests that these neurons act 
to suppress pain. 

Fields is interested, he said, in 
“how the cells that pause differ 
chemically and physiologically 
from those that accelerate, and 
how they both interact to 
heighten or abate sensations of 
pain.’ 

On the other hand, Ralston’s 
part of the research will deal 
with the thalamus, a part of the 
brain involved in pain 
mechanisms. He expects to use 
physiological research methods 
as well as an electron 
microscope in his studies. 

“Pain is a product of the brain, 
just as the color red is the 
brain’s response to a certain 
wavelength of light,”” Ralston 
explained. “Pain is not 
necessarily inherent in damage 
to the body. It is a response 
which the brain creates to some 
types of stimulation.” 

There are three natural pain- 
killers produced in the brain 
itself, the two scientists point 
out — beta-endorphin, 
enkephalin and dynorphin. Each, 
they say, has its own action.

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Coping with loss 


Coping with the death of a 
loved one is never easy, even if 
that special someone was a 
devoted pet. 

Companion animals are 
affectionate and nonjudgmental, 
so it’s common for people and 
pets to form close, caring 
relationships. Unfortunately, our 
society is not always sensitive to 
the feelings that can accompany 
the loss of a pet. 

According to the Pet 
Information Bureau, an 
important part of adjusting toa 
pet’s death is accepting the 
normal grieving process and 
realizing that one is not going 
through it alone. Feelings of 
sadness, loneliness and 
emptiness are natural and 
understandable reactions. 

The Animal Medical Center in 
New York City and the University 
of Pennsylvania Veterinary 
Hospital both recognize the 
need to deal with grief and have 
counselors on their staffs to 
help pet owners deal with their 
pets’ deaths. 

“In general, we’re not terribly 
comfortable with the concept of 
death in this country, and we 
expect people to shape up 
quickly from their grief,” says 
Susan Cohen, social worker at 
the Animal Medicine Center. “In 
addition, there’s a taboo in our 
society about caring deeply for 
an animal, so the problem many 
pet owners encounter when their 
pets die is a general lack of 
understanding from the other 
people in their lives.” 

A major difficulty, according 
to James Quakenbush, social 
worker at the University of 
Pennsivania’s Veterinary 
Hospital, is that often people 
closest to a mourner can’t 
empathize with the situation, 
and so make inadertently hurtful 
and callous remarks. “It’s 
impossible to handle the 
conflicting emotions internally, 
so | encourage people to talk 
about their feelings with 
someone who will understand,” 
he says. 

The process of mourning is 
confusing and difficult to

categorize. However, five stages 
generally preceed total 
acceptance of the loss. The first 
stage most people experience is 
denial. Emotional systems 
become overloaded by the 
sudden bad news that a pet is 
very sick or dying. Ignoring or 
avoiding the truth is acommon 
reaction to the seriousness of 
the situation. 

Anger over the pet’s illness or 
death is the next stage. Pet 
owners frequently blame the 
veterinarian or even themselves 
for not doing more. Next comes 
bargaining, when it is hoped that 
compensating actions like 
making a huge donation to the 
veterinary hospital or giving up 
smoking can reverse the 
inevitable result of the illness. 

The fourth step in the 
bereavement process is 
depression, which takes many 
more forms than overt sadness 
or crying. Sometimes people do 
not realize that lack of energy, 
reduced appetite, sleep 
disturbances, agitation or just 
general unfocused anxiety are all 
signs of depression. 

“The final stage of mourning 
is actually accepting the loss,” 
concludes Cohen. ‘This doesn’t 
mean everything is all right, but 
at this point a person begins to 
realize that life must continue. 
Of course, grieving doesn’t 
always follow a specific order or 
logical progression. It may vary 
from person to person and the 
process has no specific 
duration.” 

A key goal of grief therapy is 
to help people accept their 
feelings and resume normal 
lifestyles. ‘| encourage people 
to continue doing the things 
they used to enjoy doing with 
their pets, but in a slightly 
different way, so that the activity 
is not a constant reminder and 
source of pain,” says 
Quackenbush. 

“If a person took a walk with a 
dog every morning, then lI’d 
suggest that after the pet dies, 
they continue those daily walks, 
but modify them by choosing a 
new direction or taking along a

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spouse or friend. If people 
unconsciously grab for the leash 
or put out a food dish, it doesn’t 
mean they’re losing their minds. 
They just need to establish new 
patterns of behavior.” 

Planning for a pet’s death 
before it actually happens may 
make the grieving process a 
little easier. Cohen and 
Quackenbush agree that 
anticipating a pet’s death and 
making informed decisions have 
a positive effect on how a person 





feels about the loss. 

“Feeling helpless is the worst 
part of the process. 
Acknowledging the grief can 
allow us to regain some control 
over our feelings and 
memories,” says Cohen. 
“Children, in particular, form 
very close attachments with 
pets, so it’s important to help 
them through the death process. 
Sometimes simple things like 
taking final photos or spending 
time alone with the animal

Authored by longtime 
numismatic researchers Ralph 
Mitchell and Neil Shafer, the 
book presents the most in-depth 
data to date for scrip issues 
from states, counties, cities, 
businesses and individuals. 

This book marks the first time 
collectors can pick up one 
volume and have complete scrip 
coverage for all 50 states, 
including selected listings for 
Canada and Mexico, as well. 

More than 3,570 distinctive 
issues are presented, each 
carefully described and 
attributed. Market values are 
shown for the grades most often 
encountered within a “state of 
existence.” 

More than 2,000 photos 
accompany descriptions of size, 
color and signatories. 

The catalog should prove a 
valuable research aid for 
established scrip collectors as 
well as serving as an excellent 
learning tool for novices. 

The book opens with historical 
insight into the financial scene 
of the 1930s, setting the context 
for listings. Explanations of the 
various types of scrip used are 
presented, giving collectors an 
idea of what the catalog covers 
and what’s available to collect.

During the worst periods of 
the Great Depression many 
communities were deprived of 
normal monetary supplies due to 
bank failures, hoarding and 
inability to collect taxes. Various 
forms of scrip were used to 
counteract this situation. 

This book provides in 
unprecedented detail a note-by- 
note look at the scrip used to 
help ease the monetary 
problems of the 1930s. 

For those who lived through it, 
it was a time nobody likes to 
recall and certainly no one wants 
to repeat. 


But it was part of history, 
albeit an unpleasant one, and it 
is relived numismatically 
through this well-documented 
catalog.

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Wheelchair-bound 
men learn to cope 
with disabilities

LOS ANGELES — Jim Fritz, 

96, who has muscular dystrophy, 
used to be the kind of person 
who “just toughed out” any 
problems caused by his disease. 
That attitude, he readily admits, 
definitely closed off an 

important part of his life. 

He was a loner, seldom 
leaving his home in nearby 
Venice except to go to his job as 
acomputer programmer in Los 
Angeles. But all that changed 
when he joined a newly formed 
group for men with disabilities at 
Westside Community for 
Independent Living, where he’d 
also had counseling. 

“Before individual counseling 
and joining the group, | didn’t 
have any close friends; now | 
do,” he said as a shy smile 
slowly lit up his face. 

Whenever he’s faced with a 
problem now, Fritz said, he talks 
it over with the other men in the 
group, all of whom are in 
wheelchairs. 

“We talk alot about 
relationships, both male and 
female, and how to deal with our 
fears,”’ he said. ‘“‘We get into 
some real meaty subjects.” 

They also discuss day-to-day 
problems such as how to eat out 
or take a trip or visit a friend who 
lives on the second floor of an 
apartment building without an 
elevator. 

“The men are in the group 





































































because they are determined to 
live full and satisfying lives,” 
said Monty Clouse, who has a 
doctorate in social-clinical 
psychology and is the group’s 
facilitator. “They come in 
wanting help with their intimate 
relationships, career 
development or family 
relationships.” 

Coping with a severe disability 
isn’t easy for anyone, he said, 
but for aman there are added 
complexities. 

“In our society, men are 
socialized in certain ways: They 
should always be strong, in 
control of things and 
autonomous,” Clouse said. 

It’s a real shock for a man to 
lose a part of his physical 
capacity, because he no longer 
fits society’s image, the 
psychologist said. 

Even when people know ahead 
of time that someday they’ll be 
confined to a wheelchair, it’s 
still a shock when the day 
comes. It changes how they 
cope with the world, Clouse 
said. ‘‘For a while, it’s a blow to 
their self-esteem, and it’s very 
depressing.” 

Although these reactions 
lessen over time, he said that the 
more isolated a person is, the 
more trouble he will have in 
adjusting to the reality. 

“Men with disabilities are the 
best helpers for men with 
disabilities, because they 

understand best what they are

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Celtics 
capture 
State Cup 


And the beat goes on. 

At least it does for the 73 
Upland Celtic soccer team. Last 
Saturday, the Celtics added a 
state title to their list of 
accomplishments this year and 
they now have their sights 
trained on the Western 
Regionals to be held in Boise, 
Idaho in June. 

Light years away for some, but 
you can bet the Celtics will be 
ready when the three-day 
tournament (June 14-16) arrives.
